The “San Francisco Chronicle” 
commental that it was obviously 
true that there can be no hope of 
Chinese unity so long as independ: 
ent armies exist or so long as the 
recugaised guverniuent operates on 
a one-party basis, 

The newspaper stressed there 
might be false unity of foreo if 
the government could aybdue 
other factions with bayunots “but 
this would not weld the people 
tuxether in tho kind of China 
which we would be warranted in 
wiving tho” help we would like to 
wive.” 

The “Chronicle” continued: “It 
is one thing however, to tall the 
Chinese factions what they should 
do and wrother to gat them to do 
It, This is true no matter how 
completely they agree that the 
counsel is good.
